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The International Wheat Advisory 
Committee has made another forecast 
to the effect that “IF the present ac- 
reage of wheat in the world should be 
maintained, and IF thé yield per acre 
in every country should be normal, 
and IF the demand for wheat should 
remain as low as it is at present, then 
on August 1, 1940, there would be a 
huge surplus of wheat in the world 
of 1,370 million bushels.” 

Has this forecast founded upon so 
many “ifs” any’ value? 1 have been 
asked. ' My reply is that it is not a 
forecast at all, but simply a mere 
guess. ; 

It is true that it all MIGHT occur, 
but actually no one can tell, for any 


‘ such prediction depends upon a know- 


ledge of future yields per acre, which 


. yields are governed by future weath- 
. er, and meteorologists tell us that no 


one can accurately forecast the wea- 
ther more than a few hours ‘ahead. 
Guessing the future, as a rule, is a 
harmless pastime. The sadness is, 
however, that whenever the Interna- 
tional Wheat Committee makes its 
long-range gloomy guesses the mar- 
ket becomes unsettled, the price | 
wheat tends to fall, and so the pro- 


ducer is harmed. 


In 1983 the same Committee made 
much the same guess, and proved to 
be absolutely: and entirely wrong!

‘“One constantly wonders at these 
strange paradoxes. At the same 
time one must reajize that in spite 
of all difficulties progress has been 
made. Deep though our pessimism 
may be we cannot fail to realize that 
people to-day live longer than they 
used to and. that ‘the notable exten- 
sion in longeyity which has taken 
place even since the beginning of this 
century is an indication of the fact 
that science has its innings sooner 
or later. At the mqment there seem 
to be more possibilities for the ex- 
pansion of health programmes _ in 
Canada than ever before. For the 
first time in many years there are 
signs that real national leadership is 
developing in the health field. New 
divisions have been developed in the 
Federal Department of Health. There 
is a new sympathy to suggestions of 
progressive action. Health ise talked 
about in the press. There is a Royal: 
Commission on Dominion and Pro- 
vincial relations at work under th 
chairmanship of the Honorable Chief 
Justice Rowell, who incidentally was 
Canada's first Minister of Health, 
and various provinces are making 


representations to the Commission in . 


connection with co-operative ¢fforts 
for health conservation throughout 
the Dominion.
